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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action mailed 
April 22, 2008. At the time of the Office Action, Claims 15-28 were pending in this 
Application. Claims 15-18 and 24-28 were rejected, and Claims 19-23 were objected to. 
Claims 29-34 have been added. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and 
favorable action in this case. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 19-23 were objected to as being in improper form because they depend on cancelled 
Claims 1 and 5. Applicant amends Claims 19-23 to overcome these objections. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 15-18 and 24-28 were rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,839,570 issued to Hutchison IV ("Hutchison"). Applicant 
respectfully traverse and submits the cited art does not teach all of the elements of the 
claimed embodiment of the invention. 

"A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set forth in the claim is 
found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference." Verdegaal 
Bros. v. Union Oil Co. of California, 814 F.2d 628, 631, 2 U.S.P.Q.2d 1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 
1987). Furthermore, "the identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is 
contained in the ... claim." Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co. Ltd., 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 
U.S.P.Q.2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). Applicant respectfully submits that the cited art as 
anticipated by the Examiner cannot anticipate the rejected Claims, because the cited art does 
not show all the elements of the present Claims. 

The independent claim 15 includes the limitation "a bidirectional data line that 
connects a card data input/output of the SIM card to a modem data input/output of the GSM 
modem." The Examiner stated that Hutchinson discloses this limitation in particular in Fig. 2 
A. Applicant respectfully disagrees. According to this limitation the bidirectional line 
connects to a modem data input/output of the GSM modem. However, Hutchinson discloses 
a different arrangement in which a GSM modem does not comprise a bidirectional 
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input/output, instead, Hutchinson discloses a modem that uses separate transmit and receive 
terminals TX and RX. See, Hutchinson, FIG. 2A and associated description. Moreover, 
because the TX output is driven actively by the modem it cannot be directly connected to the 
bidirectional line 212. See, Hutchinson, col. 7, line 9-13. hence, the Bus I/F 214 disclosed 
by Hutchinson is a converting circuit that converts the signals generated by the TX output 
port into an open drain configuration. However, such a conversion circuit is not an edge 
driver as claimed, the edge driver as claimed is capable of supporting the bi-directional 
input/output terminals of the modem and/or SIM card. Hutchinson neither discloses or 
suggests such a driver. 

Hence, Applicant believes that all pending claims are allowable in view of the cited 
prior art. Applicant respectfully submits that the dependent Claims are allowable at least to 
the extent of the independent Claim to which they refer, respectively. Thus, Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of the dependent Claims. Applicant 
reserves the right to make further arguments regarding the Examiner's rejections under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a), if necessary, and do not concede that the Examiner's proposed combinations 
are proper.
